I . A quaternary co-ground powdered composition consisting essentially of propolis, as an active 
substance; a hydrophilic carrier selected from the group consisting of cyclodextrins; and two co- 
grinding auxiliary substances, of which one is an amino acid and one is glycyrrhizate, said 
composition having a greater aqueous solubility than the corresponding ternary composition 
having a sole auxiliary substance, wherein the sole auxiliary substance consists of an amino acid. 

In claim 4, the term "lysine" has been deleted and replaced with the term — lysine, --. 

Claim 1 1 has been deleted and replaced with the following: 

I I . A quaternary co-ground powdered composition consisting essentially of propolis, as an 
active substance; a hydrophilic carrier selected from the group consisting of cyclodextrins; and 
two co-grinding auxiliary substances of which one is an amino acid selected from the group 
consisting of glycine, glutamic acid, lysine, and serine and one is glycyrrhizate, wherein in said 
composition the weight ratios among the propolis active substance, the hydrophilic carrier, the 
amino acid, and the glycyrrhizate are 1:7.5:0.5:1.
